PROCTOR INTERESTS SENATOR. 


Vermonter Draws a Graphic Picture 
of What He Saw in Cuba. 


Washington, March 17.—Senator Proctor, 
of Vermont, who returned last Sunday from 
an extended trip to and from the island of 
Cuba. this afternoon made a statement to 
the senate of his observations on the 
island. 

From many view-points the statement 
was remarkable. It had evidently been 
most carefully prepared. Every element 
of sensationalism had been studiously elim- 
inated from it, and except so far as the 
facts reported were sensational, it bore not 
the slightest evidence of an effort to arouse 
the public mind, already keenly alive:to the 
condition of affairs on the island. 

Every statement made by Senator Proc- 
tor was with that clearness and precision 
which characterizes the accurate demon- 
stration of a problem in mathematics. Calm 
and dispassionate to a notable degree, the 
utterances of the senator aroused breath- 
less interest. Every person within the 
sound of his voice was convinced that he 
was putting his observations into careful 
terms, lest he might subject himself to 
the criticism of being emotional. One of 
the best characterizations of the statement 
was made by Senator Frye, of Maine, a few 
minutes after its delivery. 

“It is,’ said he, “just as if Proctor had 
held up his right hand and sworn to it.” 

That was the impression the statement 
made upon, the senate. 

Was Almost Dramatic. 


The scene in the senate Just preceding 
and during the delivery of the speech was 
almost dramatic in the intensity of its in- 
terest. The occasion of the address arose 
very unexpectedly. The national quaran- 
tine bill was under discussion, and Senator 
Mallory, of Florida, had been recognized 
for a speech in opposition to the pending 
measure. 

Mr. Frye entered the chamber, and, in- 
terrupting Mr. Mallory, requested him to 
yield to Mr. Proctor, who desired to make 
a statement concerning his observations 
in Cuba of interest to the senate and to 
the country. Instantly there was a com- 
motion on the floor and in the galleries. 
It had been announced that Mr. Proctor 
would soon make a statement, but it was 
not supposed that he woukl make it on 
the floor of the senate. A call of the 
senate was demanded by Mr. Chandler, of 
New Hampshire. It a few minutes every 
senator in the capitol was in his seat, and 
the word having been passed through the 
corridors, people flocked into the galleries 
until they were packed.

CALL FOR TWO CONVENTIONS.

Strong Declaration in Favor of Uniform Primaries and the 
Giving of Every Democrat a Chance to Vote—Full 
Text of All the Resolutions Adopted. 


The report of the sub-committee on resolutions 


which the state committee 


adopted is not a very long one, but it is terse and to the point, and makes numer- 
ous changes in Georgia’s political methods as followed in the past. The resolution 


calling for a convention to nominate statehouse officers is as follows: 


First Convention Called. 

‘1. Resolved, That a democratic primary for statehouse officers be held in all 
the several counties of the state on June 6th, 1898, for the purpose of nominating 
the cai\didates of the party for the offices of governor, secretary of state, comp- 
troller, commissioner of agriculture, school commissioner, attorney general, prison 


commissioner, and state treasurer, 


‘2. That at said nominating primary, the several candidates for the nomination 
be voted for directly by the people entitled to vote at sai@ primary, the names of 
the candidates being written or printed upon the ballot. 

‘3. That the returns of said election be made the following day, in each county, 
to the county democratic executive committee, who shall canvass the same and de- 


Clare the result, the candidates receiving 


the greatest number of votes in said 


county for the several offices named to be declared the choice of the party for said 
offices. And thereupon the delegates to the state nominating convention shall be 
selectad by the county executive committees of the several counties, from among 


the friends of the successful candidates in 


said primary. The delegates so ap- 


pointed shall, in the state nominating convention, cast their votes in accordance 


with the wishes of the party so declared. 


“4. That the state convention for the nomination of statehouse officers (not 
justices of supreme court) be held on Wednesday, the 29th day of June, 1898, in the 
city of Atlanta, at 11 a. m., in the hall of the house of representatives.’’ 


For a Second Convention. 


The resolution which pledges the Georgia democracy to the Tennessee plan of 


two conventions is a@ follows: 


“Resolved, by the d@mocratic executive committee of the state of Georgia: 


“‘l. That it is the sense of the executive 


committee that nominations (for

“Resolved, That the qualifications of the voters in said primaries be left to the 
executive committee of each county, where they see fit to act, but where they 
do not act, we recommand that the qualifcation for voting at the democratie 


primaries shall be that the voter be a democrat and that he will vote for th 


democratic nominees in said election.

bates. The majority favored July 6th for 
the primartes, and Mr. Wright strongly 
urged that no later date be selected. He 
said that the populists had forced an early 
fight, and that it was worse than useless 
for the democrats to spend more than 
two months disputing among themselves 
before tackling the common enemy. 

On the question of joint debates Mr. 
Wright said it was understood that all of 
the candidates were splendidly equipped, 
and therefore the desire not to have joint 
debates was not in the interest of any 


candidate, He said the bickering at joint | 


debates always did the party harm. From 
the part of the state from which he came 
the people did not want a heated, personal 


| Campaign. He said that some counties 


had already asked for the three, and unless 
this committee spoke on the subject those 
who did not accept might be subject to 
criticism. The minority report favored 
leaving the question of debates to the can- 
didates themselves, but the whole matter 
was expeditiously and almost unanimously 


disposed of by a motion from Mr. Howell 
that both reports be laid upon the table. 


A Contest Over Dates. 


When Chairman Wright concluded his 
short talk Mr. Bloodworth presented, on 
behalf of himself and Mr. Lawrence, a mi- 
nority report fixing the date of the firert 
Primary on July 6th and the convention 
on July 2th. He asked for the extra 
month because he thought it would be 
needed in order to give the three candi- 
dates time to be heard by all the people 


of the state. He said that they could not 
get a hearing in 137 counties in sixty days, 
and he was followed by Mr. Lawrence to 
the same effect. They both spoke of the 
facts that the farmers would not have their 
crops laid by on June 6th, and they thought 
it right to give the farmers a chance to 
hear all that was going on. 

Mr. Howell moved that the resolutigns 
be taken up separatély in order to simplify 
matters, and the committee promptly put 
through all of them except that in which 
the call for the first convention appeared. 
Then the debate was resumed. Mr. Wood- 
ing said he was a good deal amused to learn 
that his friends Bloodworth and Lawrence 
had become so solicitous about the farm- 
ers, and awoKe a laugh by complimenting 
them on the agricultural knowledge they 
had displayed. But he thought that any 
man who couldn’t in sixty days give his 
reasons why he wanted to be elected gov- 
ernor of Georgia ought not to be elected 
at all. There was no issue between the 
three candidates, he said, except a personal 
one, and the audience applauded when he 
said that he did not believe yt was good 
politics to indulge in personal contentions 
longer than was absolutely necessary. 

The Constitutional Limit. 

Mr. Howell spoke in favor of the mafori- 
ty report, and called attention to the fact 
that June 6th had been the date set for the 
primaries in the last gubernatorial cam- 
paign. But even beyond considering that 
aS a precedent, he thought an early con- 
vention was especially necessary this year 
because the populists had already unlim- 
bered their guns and entered the field. He 
Baid the farmers of Georgia would be as 
busy on the 6th of July as on the 6th of 
June, and he spoke of the fact that the 
constitution of the state gaye as a maxi- 
mum limit sixty days in which to eect £ 
governor when, by reason of death or other 
cause, there was a vacancy in that office. 
He thought the constitution was a rood 
thing to go by under 4ll circumstances. 

Mr. Upshaw said that people in his part 
of the state were not very much afraid 
of the populists at any time, and he com- 
batted the statement that the farmers 
would be as ‘busy in July as in June. Judge 
McWhorter thought that too much acri- 
mony Was being manifested in the matter 
of dates, and he suggested that July 6th 
would be a good selection. because it was 
about midway between the present dav and 
the day of the general election. Messrs. 
Toomer and Luttrell both spoke on the 
Same line, and sa'd it would be sno» judg- 
ment to give the candidates my two 
months in which to do their talking.

Chief Executive Instructed Sicard To 
Send the Findings of the Board 
to Washington by a Naval 
Officer—Will Be Kept 

Secret. 


Washington, March 17.—The presi- 
dent expects the report of the court 
of inquiry tomorrow or next day. 

Both the president and secretary of 
the navy are determined that no ef- 
forts will be spared to maintain the 
secrecy Of the findings of the court 
of inquiry until they themselves have 
determined to make it public. 

Therefore, even the admirably de- 
signed naval cipher code will not be 
relied upon, and at the president’s in- 
stance Admiral Sicard was directed to 
place the dacuments in the custody of 
seme naval officer according to the 
usual method, and forward them to 
Washington in that manner. 


It is not positively known whether the 
ordinary routine of the court of inquiry 
has been followed, ut in this case it prob- 
ably has been, so, unless the secretary of 
the navy believes, after looking into the 
testimony, that some lines of investigation 
should be further pursued, nothing more 
will be done. The largest measure of prep- 
aration yet made. by the war department 
to meet the contingncies of the future prob- 
ably has just been completed. It is the 
preparation of a bill providing among 
other sections for the placing of the army 
on a war footing for the full strength of 
%,000 men. The bill has been carefully 
prre-over by the war department, and 
will be introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Hull, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, who, it 1s ex- 
pected, will urge it vigorously, {inasmuch 
as it is an administration measure. 

In view of the possibility of a conflict 
with Spain considerable interest centers 
just now in the strength of the militia 
force of the United States, which would 
be liable to be called upon in case of neces- 
sity. According to latest reports, the total 
organized strength of the militia of the 
United States is 114,362 men, while the 
,tumber of men availed for military duty 
/* (unorganized) 1s 10,301,339, 

The event of the day in official circles 
Was the recent issue of an order for the 
formation of a new squadron of naval 
vessels to be stationed at Hampton roads. 
The squadron in the beginning will consist 
of five ships, all the best of their types. 
Two of them, the battleships Massachusetts 
and Texas, are withdrawn from the present 
north Atlantic fleet at Key West and 
Tortugas, 

It would be a grave mistake to sup- 
pese that in ordering this movement, 
the navy department is animated by 
any purpose of yielding to representa- 
ticns or intimations: that may have 
come from the Spanish minister, as 
to the mischief caused by the gath- 
ering of so large a naval force as Ad- 
miral Sicard’s fleet in the vicinity of 
Cuba, )

Strategetic considerations, although it ap- 
pears from the nature of the force so far 
under orders to rendezvous at Hampton 


Roads, that this strategy is of the defen- 
sive nature. 

The new squadron cannot be called a 
“flying squadron,” because the association 
of heavy battleships with fleet cruisers like 
the ‘Brooklyn, Columbia and Minneapolis 
reduces the available speed of the whole 
to the speed of the slowest vessel, and the 
squadron could not do much ‘‘flying’’ in 
the naval sense. The indications rather are 
that, when re-enforced by some smaller 
cruisers, the squadron will constitute an 
ideal naval defense. 

Policy Board Recommends It. 

For the past two months influences have 
been at work in the navy department to 
bring about this change, and as a — 
board, headed by Captain Crowninshie d, 
had been in frequent session of late at the 
department, it is believed that it has in- 
dorsed the plan at least. Although the 
other ships to be added to the squadron 
have not yet been definitely selected, it is 
surmised that they will include some of the 
other battleships at Key West and the 
armored cruiser New York, in which case 
Admiral Sicard, it is believed, will com- 
mand the new force. 

In place of the cruiser New York the 
people of Key West will look upon the 
grim outlines of the big monitor Puritan, 
supposedly the mos} powerful ship in 
smooth water ip the whole world. She will 
have to assist her on guard the double- 
turreted monitor Miantonomah and the 
monitor Amphitrite. 

The Puritan is now at Norfolk, almost 
ready for sea, the Miantonomah is at 
League island quite ready, and so is the 
Amphitrite at Port Royal, S. C. The order 
in the end will result in the gathering of 
the pick of the north Atlantic squadron at 
Hampton Roads. The point is said to be 
the best stragetically on the Atlantic coast. 

Great Point in Time of War. 
It is almost centrally located, and the 
ships from that point can reach any 
portion of the coast in short order, 
which is regarded as desirable, since no 
one can tell just where a flotilla of 
torpedo destroyers or a fast cruiser may 
turn up with hostile intent to attack a 
town. Besides the largest navy yard in 
the country is there to fall back upon 
for repairs to the ships, plenty of the 
best coal is at Newport News, there is 
easy water to navigate and finally the 
forts at Hampton Roads may serve 4s 

a base of operations in case of need for 

protection. These are the considerations 

which animated the navy department in 
making the new order. 

It is announced that the commander of 
the new squadron has not yet been select- 
ed, and, pending that selection or the ar- 
rival in port of Admiral Sicard, that Cap- 
tain Higginson, the commander of the bat- 
tleship Massachusetts and the senior 
officer, will hold the command of the squad- 
ron. ‘ 

Remaining at Key West after the depart- 
ure of the Massachusetts and the Texas, 
Admiral Sicard will still have a fleet of his 
own in numbers, when the spectacle will 
be presented of a fleet and a squadron on 
one station, something not seen since the 
civil war. The monitors, which it is design- 
ed to send to Key West, are said to be 
well fitted for the service. Owing to their 
light draft of from fifteen to sixteen feet, 
they will be able to navigate safely the 
shallow waters of the Florida coast and 
will not be obliged, like the Iowa, to lle 
six miles out at sea from Key West to se- 
cure enough water under the keel. 

Helena En Route to Key West. 

The gunboat Helena reported to the de- 
partment that she had sailed today from 
Funchal, Madeira, for Key, West to join 
the squadron. 

It is now said that it has been definitely 
determined to bring the battleship Oregon 
around South America to Key West. The 
nMhavy department has issued orders that 
such trial as may be made of the new tor- 
pedo boat Rodgers shall take place while 
the boat is under way Saturday ‘next from 
Baltimore to Norfolk. She also will go 
southward to join the flotilla at Key West. 

The Columbia and Minneapolis are still 
each 260 men short of their full quota, but 
it is expected that enough men will be se- 
cured in the course of a few days to enable 
the ships to be sent to Hampton Roads to 
execute the orders issued today. 

The naval recruiting officers_are meeting 
with success at New Orleans. Yesterday 
they secured forty men who are profession- 
ally fitted for the navy.

The prospects of 
Such intervention appear to be seriously 
entertained by Spain, and strong efforts 
have been made to avert it by showing 
that the condition of the recontradades 
did not warrant the step, and also that 
it woulda threaten t@ end all the pros 
pects of further pacific negotiations. 


Beth governments have been sounding 
each other on the activity of the other In 
searching for ships, but there has been lit- 
tle ground for objection on either side, as 
both have been in the same WNarkets. The 
administration explains its buying of ships 
on the ground that Spain’s attitude has 
been so menacing as naturally to call for 
an augmented navy, while Spain takes 
the same view, that the activity in the 
United States requires suitable prepara- 
tions by the Spanish navy. 

The report that Spain protested against 
a filibustering expedition to Porto Rico 
cannot be verified, although officials here 
Say this expedition has not yet got’away. 

The Spanish minister, Senor Polo, re- 
ceived a dispatch today from Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco as follows: 


“The council of secretaries, under my 
presidency, has resolved to prorogue in all 
parts of the island wp to March 31, 1899, a 
decree of April 1, 1897, relative to the sus- 
pension of proceedings against landed cs- 
tateS, unless the. insular legislature takes 
special action on the subject.”’ 


The effect of this, it is explained, is to 
do away with the ‘taxes on thase lands 
which have been devastated and have be- 
come unproductive. 

The Spanish minister called at the state 
€epartment at 3 oclock and remained with 
Judge Day something over an hour. Poth 
parties to the conference were extremely 
reserved at its conclusion. It is under- 
Stood, however, that it developed no new 
phases, but was a general talk in which 
pacific assurances were exchanged and a 
hcpeful view of the situation expressed. 
At that time the naval orders taking the 
battleships Texas and Massachusetts from 
Key West and assigning them to the fleet 
at Hampton Roads was not known at the 
state department, so that the minister was 
not officially informed of the fact. He 
heard it later, however, and naturally was 
much gratified, as the gradual strengthen- 
ing of the American fleet at Key West has 
been the source of grave apprehension by 
the Spanish government. 


AUGUSTA’S ST. PATRICK’S DAY. 


With Street Parades, Music and Ban- 
queting Celebration Proceeded. 


Augusta, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—St. 
Patrick’s day was celebrated with enthus- 
iasm in Augusta by the Irishmen and their 
guests. In the morning the Irish Volun- 
teers, the Knights of St. Patrick, the Sa- 
cred Heart Cadets, the Hibernians and oth- 
er organizations had a street parade ter- 
minating at St. Patrick’s church, where 
there was grandad music and a patriotic ser- 
mon by Father McMahvn. 

Tonight the Hibernians mét in social ses- 
sion with a large number of guests and 
spent several hours in patriotic toasts and 
responses. ‘Mr. Thomas Morgan, of Savan- 
nah, was the orator of the occasion, and 
he wrought the audience to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm. He declared that th® de- 
claration of independence only embddied 
principles for which Ireland had long con- 
tended, and that in the American revolu- 
tion, in 1812 and in the war with Mexico 
Irishmen had borne a prominent and hon- 
orabie part. Referring to the prospect of 
war with Spain, he said: “If the war cloud 
which now hangs over us shall break into 
battle, as I trust it may, all I ask of the 
man who doubts the patriotism of our 
Irish citizens is that he shall go es far 
as the Irish-American will go to maintain 
the honor of the stars and stripes,’ 

This sentiment was tumultuously ap- 
plauded, and “Mr. Morgan’s speech made a 
big hit. After the speech of the evening 
others were called on and speeches were 
made by Mayor Walsh, H. C. Hammond, 
M. P. Carroll, Father MdMahon and others.

Bill Will Be Presented by Hull, ef the 
Military Committee. 


IT WAS CAREFULLY PREPARED 


The Secretary of War and Others in 
Authority Have Been Consulted.

New Measure Is a Radical Change 
From the One Which Is Now 
in Operation. 


Washington, March 17.—Representative 
Hill, of Iowa, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on milita@ affairs, introduced today 
a bill reorganizing the line of the army. 

It is a sweeping measure, making many 
changes in the existing system. It makes 
the peace organization of each regiment of 
infantry now in service hereafter embrace 
one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, two 
majors, ten captains, twelve first leuten- 
ants, ten second lieutenants, one sergeant 
major, one quartermaster sergeant, one 
chief musician, -two principal musicians, 
two battalions of- four companies each and 
two skeleton or uncommanded companies, 
the other companies to be constituted as 
now authorized by law. 

Section two provides that in time of war 
the president, in hig discretion, may estab- 
lish a third battalion for each infantry 
regiment consisting of four companies to 
be supplied by manning the two skeleton 
companies and by organizing two additional 
companies, 

The bill authorizes the president in war 
time to increase the enlisted strength to not 
exceeding 25 total enlisted men for each 
infantry company, 10 total enlisted for 
each cavalry company, 200 total] enlisted for 
each battery of heavy artillery, 
173 total enlisted for each battery 
of field artillery and 150 total en- 
listed for each company of engineers. The 
quartermaster, commissary and veterinary 
Sergeants are to have the pay and allow- 
ance of sergeants of their respective arms. 

The rest of the bill making provision for 
war emergencies follows: 

“Section 5. That to facilitate the recruit- 
ment to the war strength of batteries and 
companies, the president in his discretion 
may in time ‘of war authorize each or any 
regiment of the army to draw its recruits 
from such states or state as may be desig- 
nated by him; the recruits thus obtained to 
be created as a part of the quota of troops 
called for by the United States from any 
State so designated. 

“Section 6 That in time of war, the 
president shall cause the batteries of artil- 
lery authorized by law to be organized as 


heavy or field artillery, as in his judgment' 


the exigencies of the service may require. 

“Section 7. That in time of war the pay 
proper of enlisted men actually serving 
in commands operating against an enemy 
shall be increased 20 per cent over and 
above the rates of pay as fixed by law; 
provided that in war time no additional in- 
creased compensation shall be allowed to 
soldiers performing what is known as 
extra or special duties; provided further 
that any soldier who deserts shall. be- 
side incurring the penalties now attaching 
to the crime of desertion, forfeit all rights 
to pensions, which he might otherwise have 
acquired; and, provided, also that no boun- 
ty. or money gratuities shall be paid by 
state or local authorities to a soldier as an 
inducement to enlist in the United States 
service. 

“Section 8 That whenever the strength 
of a company of infantry, as established 
by the president, shall exceed 150 enlisted 
men; a captain or other officer command- 
ing it shall be mounted and be entitled to 
the same allowance as a mounted officer 
of his grade.’’

Major Cummings Continues To Flaunt 
It Before the Court. 


Augusta, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—The 
Whitton damage suit against the Augusta 
Southern and Georgia and South Carolina 
railroads proceeded today without sensa- 
tion, the testimony of Reville and the re- 
production of the famous Ladson letter 
causing no unusual excitement. 

After Witness Reville testified, Major 
Cumming, on cross-examination. brought 
out the Ladson letter and established the 
fact that it had been received by witness, 
the purpose being to impeach the witness 
by showing that he gave his testimony 
through hope of reward out of the verdict. 

Om the redirect examination Ladson 
sought to establish the facts set out in the 
Clary affidavit that Reville had voluntari- 
ly given exactly the same account of Whit- 
ton’s killing six months before Ladson’s 
letter was written and therefore was not 
influenced by the letter. Major Cumming 
moved.to rule out this testimnoy as ir- 
relevant, and Judge Eve sustained the mo- 
tion. At this point plaintiff rested, and to- 
morrow testimony for defense will begin. 

Tomorrow Ladson will again insist upon 
the testimony that was ruled out today and 
produce authorities in support of his con- 
tention that even admitting the letter held 
out in inducement to testify, if he knew 
that witness knew certain facts important 
to his client which through any means he 
was being prevented from testifying, he 
would be justified in mducing him to come 
to court and give in evidence the truth 
that was in his possession’

that the great populist was within. The | 


interchange Of words became so loud that | 


' 


Mr. Watson overheard it, and recognizing 
the voice of his friend, called out: 

“Come in. I was only ‘not at home’ to | 
newspaper men.” 

The Present Situation. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Watson !s 
just now doing a great deal of thinking, 
for, of all things, he is a conscientious 
man. When, some months ago, he declared 
that he would not be a candidate for the 
governorship, he meant it. Mr. Watson is 
a poor man, witha family to support. The 
best years of his life are slipping away 
from him. He was on the road to success 
in his profession when he was led by a 
Jaudable ambition to aspire to a seat in 
congress. What followed is known to all 
men. In the political upheaval there was 
a severance of friendships, a loss of prac- 
tice, and time thrown away in public af- 
fairs which interfered with private busi- 
ness. Looking at the question in a plain, 
common sense light, Mr. Watson asked 
himself if it was necessary that his whole 
life should be given up to the unprofitable 
profession of politics. 

There Are Others. 

While Mr. Watson had a right to enjoy 
populistic opinions, that did not impose 
upon him the duty of setting aside the 
interests of his family to follow the angry 
course Of political warfare. He felt that 
he was due the St. Louis convention the 
respect of upholding its nomination to the 
vice presidency, which imposed upon him 
the loss of another valuable year of his 
life. That over, he plainly intimated that 
there were others who should take up the 
campaign awhile, and that he should be 
permitted to enjoy his opinions in private. 
He would not be a candidate again for 
any office. He was “out of politics,’’ not 
in the sense that he did not have views 
which he would defend, but tn the sense 
tat he was out of the grind of political 
Sis. He'was a believer, but would not 
be an office holder. 

Hence His Present Study. 

But, disregarding his plainly expressed 
wish, delegates from all over the state 
were instructed to vote for him. Ags they 
were assembling in Atlanta, Mr. Watson’s 
declaration was repeated that he would 
not be a candidate for office. Nevertheless 
the convention met, nominated him unan- 
imously—and adjourned. It was a high 
compliment, it is true, but it is exceedingly 
embarrassing to Mr. Watson. He loves the 
devotion of his friends, but these friends, 
in this instance, have hardly been kind to 
him. In addition to the nomination, they 


are appealing to him by telegram and by 

letter not to fail them. It is a situation 

Which calls for study, and for that purpose 

Mr. Watson refuses to be seen until he has 

revolved the matter fully in his own mind. 
What Will He Do? 

Since Mr. Watson will not talk directly 
to the press, the question as to what he 
Will do becomes even more persistent. 

One gentleman who enjoys Mr. Watson's 
friendship said: 

“While not authorized to speak, I feel 
certain that Mr. Watson will not re-enter 
active politicnl life. He craves quiet and 
the satisfaction of his profession. He will 
lve the nomination full thought, out of 
the respect which he bears the convention, 
but he will not accept the task.” 

Another was inclined to take a different 
view: 

“I know,” said he, “the difficulties which 
lie in Mr. Watson's way, but I believe he 
Will finally overcome. them.” 

And thus it stands. On the one side Js 
Mr. Watson’s sincere desire to get out of 
active politics; on the other is the pressure 
Which comes from his old associates. It 
almost looks as if he will decline the nomi- 
nation, and yet he may decide the other 
Way. 

Mr. Watson in Augusta.

By the terms of 
the will she inherits a one-fourth interest 
in lands which are now occupied by the 
American Oak Extract Company, and the 
Mooney tanneries plants, which are worth 
near $400,000. Residences owned by private 
individuals have also been built on differ- 
ent portions of this tract of land. 

If Miss Wirt succeeds in establishing and 
probating the will the titles held by the 
parties owning these immense plants and 
the residences will be defeated, since her 
two younger brothers, who are not yet of 
age, are also legwatees under the will and 
will also have a one-fourth interest each. 

Papers contesting the probate of the will 
have just been filed by Attorneys Eyster 
and Speake, who represent W. G. Henry, 
another of the legatees under the will. It 
is thought that these attorneys also repre- 
sent James E. Mooney, the Cincinnati mil- 
lionaire, who owns the Oak Extract plant 
and the tanneries, and also the Decatur 
Land Company, who gave warranty deeds 
for the land to Mooney, these parties prob- 
ably having received the right of contesting 
from W. G. Henry.

A Good Day’s Work. 

The state democratic executive commit- 
tee at its meeting yesterday fixed Jnne 
6th as the day for a general county pri- 
mary throughout the state for the 
momination of the democratic ticket 
for governor and statehouse officers, 
providing for a precinct primary by 
ballot in each county in the state. 

Those participating in the primary 
will vote direct for the candidates of 
their choice—the delegates from the 
respective counties to be named by 
the county committees from among the 
friends of the successful candidates, 

This is the longest. and best 
step ever taken by the state committee 
in behalf of an open primary whose 
chief purpose will be to obtain an hon- 
est primary expression of democratic 
opihion. The action of the state com- 
mittee in ordering such a primary will 
be applauded by every democrat who is 
in favor of honest elections and opposed 
to insidious manipulation of the primary 
action of the party. In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of note that the friends 
of every one of the candidates for gov- 
ernor and statehouse officers, on the com- 
mittee, were unanimous in their advoca- 
cy of the adoption of this plan—the 
only difference of opinion being in the 
date of the primary, some favoring 
July 6th and others June 6th. The 
latter date was adopted by the commit- 
tee, and is exactly the same date that 
was fixed for the uniform primary of 
two years ago. If it was right for the 
democrats of the state to act on June 
6th then, it was certainly in order for 
the committee not to name a later date 
now, when. the populists have put out 
their full state ticket three months earli- 
er than they did two years ago, making it 
more than ever essential that the demo- 
crats should dispose of their internal 
matters within reasonable time, and 
enabling the party to present a solid 
front against the opposition at as early 
a date as is consistent with the effort 
to obtain a fair expression of the party’s 
choice. 

The committee also acted wisely in 
providing for two primaries, as well 
as two state conventions—the primarv 
for judges of the supreme court being 
fixed for the 23d of June, the conven- 
tion of delegates chosen at this time to 
make these nominations to meet on the 
20th day of July. The judiciary should

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The Forestry Movement. 

Governor Black, of New York, seems 
to be intent upon encouraging 
forestry movement in the 
States. He suggests that a school of 
forestry be established in connection 
with Cornell university, ‘and that 30,- 
000 acres of state forest land be set 
apart for this purpose. 

At the present time there is no in- 
stitution of ledfning in the United 
States which devotes much attention 
to the study of forestry, and the sue- 
gestion which Governor Black makes 
is eminently wise. 
been led to overlook this 
branch of science by penien ar tee 
vast extent and apparently exhaust- 
less character of our primeval forest 
lands; but with the steady growth of 
civilization on the continent the neces- 
sity has at length arisen for the great- 


_ st care to be exerted in the matter of 
_ preserving them. If the present forces 
| Of destruction continue for 


any length 
will not be many years be- 
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fore our forest lands are totally de- 
stroyed and the whole qontinent is 
laid bare to the remorseless fury of 
the cyclone. So the importance which 
attaches to the study of this long ne- 
glected branch of science cannot be 
overdrawn. 

In Burope there are not less than 
twenty schools of forestry. France, 
Germany and Great Britain are well 
provided with these schools, and the 
good results which flow from them 
are manifest. We should profit by the 
wise examples which are thus set us, 
and bestaw mgore thought upon the 
matter of preserving our forest lands. 
Schools of forestry should be estab- 
lished in connection with all of our 
leading institutions of learning, and 
every encouragement which the sub- 
ject needs should be freely given. 

Within the last few years what is 
known as the forestry movement in 
the United States has assumed grati- 
fying proportions, and the outlook for 
its ultimate suecess was never brighter 
than it is at 7‘ asent. 
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The Right of Intervention. 

On three separate grounds, each wun- 
related to the explosion of our battle- 
ship, The New York Sun contends that 
this country is authorized to inter- 
fere in behalf of oppressed Cuba. These 
grounds are, first, humanity; second, 
the interests of its citizens, and third, 
the protection of its citizens from im- 
minent danger. 

With respect to the first of 
grounds for interference, The 
York Sun makes this argument: 

Although 
under the ordinary 
law as at present written, 
€roufids upon which the 
might intervene in Cuba is one that ap- 
peals moral sentiment of mankina, 
am] under the exceptional circumstances. is 
morally justifiable. The power which in- 
tervenes on this ground must undertake 
intervention with a single eve to 
object in view and without ulterior consid- 
eration self-interest and ambition, if it 
is to be justified at the bar of rations. 

The question the United States is called 
upon to decide for itself is whether or not 
it is justified in interfering in. Spanish- 
Cuban affairs on the broad ground of hu- 
Mmanity. Fortunately, we are not without 
a precedent, created by three of the prin- 
cipal European powers. The case in point 
is that of the interference of Great Britain, 
lrance and Russia on behalf of the Greeks 
in 1827 and the following years. “The con- 
test between them and their Turkish op- 
pressors had gone on for years,” Says 
Lawrence, ‘‘and had been marked through- 
Out by the most horrible barbarities. It 
seemed as if it would end in the extermi- 
nation of the whole Green race.’’ 

This description of the Grecian struggle 
for ing@pendence from the Turkish yoke 
needs only a change of words, ‘*Turkish’’ 
to “Spanish” and “Greek race” to “Cuban 
people,’’ faithfully and accurately to de- 
Scribe the Cuban situation today. The 
result the intervention was the estab- 
lishment of the present kingdom of Greece. 
The result of intervention by the United 
States in Cuba will be the establishment 
of the Cuban republic. 

The New York Sun further argues 
that ond effect of the foregoing inter- 
vention on the part of Great Britain, 
I‘'rance and Russia in behalf of Greece 
is to estop these countries from ob- 
jecting to our intervention in behalf 
of Cuba. 

With respect to the second ground, 
the New York paper argues that the 
interests of American citizens have 
Suffered grievously since the outbreak 
of hostilities in Cuba, and that our 
right to interfere on this account is 
established by the precedent which 
Great Britain set in 1882 when ‘she 
tock charge of affairs in Egypt. Her 
only ground for intervention in that 
case Was that her interests in the Suez 
canal made it imperative. As our 
trade with Cuba at the present time 
is virtually at a standstill, and as the 
property of American citizens on thé 
island has been ruthlessly destroyed, 
The New York Sun argues that we un- 
doubtedly have the right which this 
fact gives to step in at this time 
and put a stop to the war. 

But The New York Sun argues as 
the third ground for interference, that 
Cuba is the home of yellow fever, and 
that this ccuntry is in constant danger 
of being invaded by this disease from 
that source. On this ground alone, 
it is argued that the United States is 
amply justified in taking immediate 
steps toward intervention.

Are Spain’s Eyes Blind? . 
If Spain expects any one of the Eu- 
ropean powers to aid her in making 
war upon the United States she must 
be even blimder than the. proverbial 


_bat. 


In the first place, there is not one of 
the European powers fJwhich does not 
recognize the fact that Spain is in the 
wrong. This is evident from the 
tone of commendation and approval 
which most of the leading European 
newspapers have adopted in discussing 
the recent course of the United States 
government. Every consideration of 
razht and ({€stice warrants the firm 
stand which the United States goverr- 
ment has been called upon to take in 
regard to Cuba; and while the perfec- 
tion of virtue is not exemplified in 
the European powers, still it is not to 
be supposed that they will heedlessly 
espouse the cause of wrong without 
the promise of some definite return 
therefrom. As they cannot hope to 
derive any advantage from embroiling 
themselves in difficulties with the 
United States, commensurate’ with 
the risk incurred, it is not likely that 
they will undertake it. 

Again, Cuba is situated in the west- 
ern hemisphere, and the championship 
of its cause naturally devolves upon 
the United States. For the European 
powers to join hands with Spain in 
making war upon our’ flag would be 
gratuitous interference on their part 
in ‘American affairs; and moreover, it 
would have the effect of inviting this 
country to participate in European 
quarrels. But there is still another 
thing to be considered. Just at *this 
time the European powers are busily 
engaged at home with serious diplo- 
matic complications, and even were 
their sympathies overwhelmingly with 
Spain, they could not undertake to 


help her at this time without inviting |

Indeed, without 
the least exaggeration, the trade of 
Spain might be withdrawn from the 
European market altogether and _ still 
its loss would searcely be felt. 
These various considerations 
it evident that Spain must rely 
upon her own resources in the 
of war. The moral support of Great 
tritain, Franee, Germany, Russia, Au- 
stria-Hungary and all the leading Eu- 
ropean powers, is with us. We do 
not ask for their material support; 
we can fight our battles victoriously 
without it. But Spain cannot; with- 
out the material help of the European 
powers she must be prepared to accept 
defeat. Under such conditions, can 
Spain afford to engage in hostilities 
with the United States, or resist the 
forces which are now slowly moving 
toward the independence of Cuba?

Will Abandon the Scheme. 


Editor Constitution—The eneréy and ac- 
tivity displayed by the bimetallists in ral- 
iving in o} position to the plan for repro- 
ducing the McKinley homestead at the 
Trans-Mississippi exposition have con- 
vinced the republican managers of the Uun- 
wisdom of injecting politics into the exposi- 
tion, and it is, authcritatively stated that 
the project for manufacturing gold stand- 
ard sentiment will be abandoned. 

Telegraphic advices from Canton an- 
nounce that the board of trade of that 
city has refused to father the project 
and the citizens will not subscribe money 
for the purpose.

AT OMAHA FAIR 


Finance Committes Recommends af 
Appropriation of $000. 


WILL ADVERTISE THE CITY 


Questicn Comes Up at the Next Reg- 
ular Session of City Council. 


COUNCILMEN IN FAVOR OF THE MOVEMENT 


Washington Street Paving Matter 
Was Up Before the Committee at 
Its Session Yesterday. 


— 


yesterday unanimously decided to 
recommend that council appropriate 
the sum of $500 to be used in securing space 
in the Georgia building at the Omaha ex- 
position for the purpose of advertising At- 


lanta. 

The question of aiding the Omaha com- 
mission came up yesterday afternoon while 
the finance committee was in execufive 
session. Every man present, and the meet- 
ing represented the entire membership of 
the committee, favored an appropriation to 
aid in the movement to display Atlanta’s 
interests at the exposition. 

The sum which has been recommended 
to be appropriated will be used entirely in 
advertising Atlanta. The state of Georgia 
has a building and in this building, in one 
of the most conspicuous places, will be 
floor space reserved for Atlanta. An at- 
tractive booth will be arranged and a large 
amount of advertising matter will be dis- 
tributed, giving detailed information as to 
the city, its population, location and in- 
dustries. 

Just before the committee went into ex- 
ecutive session yesterday afternoon Colonel 
Ww. A. Hemphill, Mr. Hugh Inman and Mr. 
Charley Harman appeared before the body 
and urged that the appropriation for the 
Omaha exhibit be made. These gentlemen 
spoke of the good result that would come 
from a liberal advertisement of the city 
and its resources and urged the committee 
to make as liberal an appropriation as 
possible. 

“TI think the appropriation is a good 
thing,’’ said Alderman Dimmock, a member 
of the finance committee, yesterday after- 
noon after the meeting of the committee 
adjourned. “It means that good floor space 
will be secured in the Georgia state build- 
ing and that Atlanta will be well advertised 
and illustrated. It is just- what the city 
deserves and just what will benefit us 
more than anything else we could have ex- 
pended the $500 for. Of course the appro- 
priation is as yet but a recommendation, 
but I hope that council will pass the mat- 
ter up and see’ that the sum allowed is 
given.’”’ 

Mr. E. C. Peters, chairman of the finance 
committee, is heartily in favor of the ap- 
propriation and says that the sum will be 
well expended. 


The Washington Street Pavement. 


During the session of the finance commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon a committee of 
Washington street citizens, composed of 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, Judge T. P. 
Westmoreland, Mr. Green Adair and others, 
was present to urge that Washington street 
be paved according to the resolution passed 
up last year. 

The amount of money necessary for the 
paving of the street as proposed is $4,000, 
and this amount was passed up last year, 
but went back into the general fund. 

The portion of the street asked to be payv- 
ed is from Hunter street to Woodward 
avenue. After the matter was argued at 
some length action was postponed by the 
committee. 

“Washington street, above all others,” 
said Councilman Adair,’ should be paved.

The two men were earried before Justice 
Bloodworth and a preliminary hearing was 
set for this afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

The arrest of Trimble and McConnell] in- 


troduces a new sensational feature to the 
killing of John Conley. It means that 
thte are those who believe that John 
Cox, tramp, is not alone responsible for the 
death of Conley and that the crime was 
the result of a plot to waylay Conley and

At the preliminary trial this afternoon 
the whole story of the killing of Conley 
wil] be gone over, and witnesses will tell 
as they did before the coroner's jury how 
Cox shot Conley to death with a pis- 
tol kast Tuesday afternoon, and McCon- 
nell and Trimble will doubtless reiterate 
their statements about Conley using a 
heavy hickory stick With which he felled 
his adversary to the ground. Then will 
come the evidence of the alleged ‘trespass 
by Conley upon land which ig in a law- 
suit, and which Cox and Trimble were 
guarding. To this will be adde@ the new 
testimony, which the prosecution claims 
to have, about Trimble and McConnell 
being seen with Cox after having made 
threats to take Conley’s life themselves. 

Just what evidence the defense will in- 
troduce is not known, but Mr. Arnold 
says he believes the justice will liberate 
both men after hearing all the testimony 
the prosecution can bring up.

A Letter About Cox.

N alleged campaign check bearing 
A the alleged signature of L. i*. Living- 

ston, congressional candidate for re- 
election. was the cause of B. G. Wilson 
getting behind the bars at the police bar- 
racks last night with the charge of forgery 
against him. 

Wilson ts a man well known in the city, 
naving resided here for nine years, and he 
is respectable in appearance. At one time, 
and up to four years ago, he was an engin- 
eer on the Central railroad and stood well 
in railroad circles. He quit railroading for 
politics and became an admirer of Colonel 
Lon Livingston, and at the last election he 
had something to do with Livingston's cam- 
paign. 

About three or four weeks ago Wilson 
walked into Al Bronk’s saloon in the base- 
ment of Temple Court and presented a 
check for $50 signed “L. F. Livingston.” 
it was after banking hours ana@ Wilson 
said he wished the money that afternoon, 
As Wilson was known to be a sort of 
manager for Livingston in the past, and 
produced some letters from the congress- 
man of recent date discussing the situa- 
tion in the fifth, Bronk agreed to cash the 
check and handed Wilson $00 in green- 
backs. 

The check was placed in the Lowry 
bank for collection and nothing more was 
thought of it until yesterday afternoon, 
when Bronk was notified by the Lowry 
Banking Company that the check was ‘‘no 
good,” as Livingston had declined to pay 
it, saying he had never drawn up such a 
paper and the signature was a fogery. 

Upon this testimony Bronk had Wilson 
arrested.

ment last night. He said: 

“The check was perfectly good 
was not honored through a 
am managing Colonel Livingston’s cam- 
paign in this county and he sent me the 
check as part payment for services ren- 
dered.

He Assaulted and Robbed Populist Dele- 
gate J. H. Garner. 


TRIAL IN THE, POLICE COURT 


Charles Ozmer Identified and Sent 
to the County Jail. 


HIS CRIME CAME NEAR BEING MURDER 
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The Populist Was Terribly Beaten. 


Says ae Will Prosecute Ozmer to 
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the Bitter End. 
HE arrest of Charles Ozmer yesterday 
morning, @ well-Known young man 
1 about town, brought the second chap- 
ter of a sensational highway robbery in 
which a populist from Carroll county was 
the victim. 

J. H.. Garner, a delegate to the populist 
convention from Villa Rica, was knocked 
down, nearly beaten to death and then 
robbed of a watch anda lot of money 
Wednesday night. Yesterday morning Oz- 
mer was arrested and was bound over by 
the recorder yesterday afternoon in a bond 
of $500, in default of which he was sent to 


the county jail. 

With his face beaten to a mass ot pulp, 
Garner discussed politics in a wild way 
while Dr. Hurt dressed his wounds 
Wednesday night, and gave him the med- 
ical attention necessary to Keep him from 
bleeding to death. na 

Garner says he fell an easy victim to 
Ozmer, who carried him to a Peters street 
saloon, paid for his cigar, then brought 
him down to the corner of Whitehall and 
Mitchell streets and beat him almost to 
death. When Garner Was found by Patrol- 
man Dodd he was half ' conscious. 
His face was swoolen to three times 
its normal size, and was nothing but blood 
and torn flesh. Both eyes were completely 
closed, and the man could not see. He pre- 
sented a horrible sight, and it seemed a 
wonder that he was not dead. 

The man showed almost superhuman en- 
durance and disregard for pain. He was 
beaten up enough to Kill an ordinary man, 
but he persisted in talking. 

Garner’s face was so badly swollen when 
he entered the police court that he did not 
resemble a human being. He stated that 
he had gone into a saloon with Ozmer and 
another man a... when it was about 10 
o'clock Ozmer volunteered to show him to 
a boarding house. After they had walked 
a short distance he said Ozmer struck him 
with some heavy instrument and then took 
all of his money and his watch. He identi- 
fied Ozmer as the person who had assault- 
ed and robbed him. 

Kb. L. Stockton was arrested with Ozmer, 
but there seemed to be no testimony con- 
necting him with the robbery except his 
having been seen with Ozgmer. Stockton 
was ordered held until the police can make 
further investigations. 

Patrolmen Henry Abbott and McEntyre 
ascertained that Ozmer was the man ywant- 
ed and the arrest was made by Patrolmen 
Seals and N. A. Lanford. 

Garner was at one time a resident 
Coweta and was a schoolmate of Recorder 
Calhoun. They recognized each other in 
the courtroom, Garner being recognized, 
however, by his name and not by his dis- 
figured countenance. 

In speaking of his experience with the 
highwayman, the populist delegate said to 
a representative of The Constitution: 

“My name is J. H. Garner and I am a 
populist delegate from Villa Rica. I came 
down Wednesday morning and after the 
convention yesterday I went to a restau- 
rant just this side of the railroad. 1 
my supper there and then came on down 
town. A man followed me and we took a 
glass of beer together. Then he nearly 
Knocked my brains out with a pair of brass 
knucks and beat me to death and took my | 
ha tans ., had $30 when I left home, and 
le took avout $30.

resentatives of manufactories were present 
to aid in the discussion of the subject. 

The committee, of which Alderman May- 
sen is chairman, was present, with the ex- 
ception of Councilman Dorsey, At 6 
glock, after the question had been dis- 
cussed from every standpoint, and after a 
half dozen or more speeches had béen 
made, the committee decided to postpone 
action, and instructed Bullding Inspector 
Pittman to write the manufacturers of 
smoke consumers, inviting them to come to 
Atlanta and make @ practical demonstra- 
tion of their devices for burning smoke. 

Mr. Lb DeGive, the owner of the Grand 
building, Where a large battery of boilers 
gre used, Was before the committee. He 
stated that he was heartily in favor of 
emoke consumption, but that after trying 
several devices and spending a_i large 
amount of money, he had been con- 
yinced that a smoke consumer was imprac- 
ticable. 

“| purchased a consumer several years 
go,” said Mr. DeGive, “for which I paid 
s0. It did not work and was worse than 
yseless, for it injured my boilers. I am 
willing to spend another $150 to secure ex- 
emption from the smoke nuisance, and I do 
not doubt that everybody else would spend 
a similar amount, but I am firmly con- 
yinceed ghat the expenditure of money for 
smoke consumption is burning money, for 
which there can be no returns.” 

Mr. Inman Before the Committee. 

Mr. Hugh Inman was before the commit~- 


tee. He said he was in favor of the —— 


consumer ordinance, .but that he belie 

the committee should go slow, and first find 
if there was a device made which would 
effectually do its work. 

“If there are 500 factory chimneys in At- 
lanta, and if a consumer costs from $200 
to $60," said he, “you see this ordinance 


would be a heavy burden to the manufac- } 


turers of the city. 

“I want the smoke stopped, but I do not 
want the conimittee to impose an ordinance 
which would be a burden to us, and then 
fail to carry out its purpose. There is no 
wisdom in putting in consumers that won't 
consume, for they are expensive and still 
inadequate.”’ 

A number of others interested in manu- 
faturing enterprises were before the com- 
mitee. Everybody was in favor of the 
casumption of smoke, but it was generally 
conceded that no consumer had yet been 
perfected, and were as yet only an experi- 
ment. 


What Inspector Pitman Says. 

Inspector Pittman stated to the commit- 
tee that he was not in a postition to rec- 
ommend any emoke consumer, as he knew 
of none that would do the required work. 

“The steam jet will burn the smoke.” 
sald he, “but it will ruin the boilers. Of 
course nobody wants to put in an arrange- 
ment that would damage their property, 
and I would not recemmend such a de- 
vice.” ; 

Inspector Pittman stated that many com- 
plaints had been received on account of the 
smoke, and he said he thought council 
shuld take some steps to get rid of the 
huisance. 

Dr. Salter was before the board to make 
his complaint about smoke. He said the 
smoke and soot compelled him to keep his 
drug store, which is located in the center 
of the city, closed at all hours of the day, 
summer and winter.

About Gun Cotton. 


From The Chocago.Chronicle. 

In a downtown window a small white 
cube was displayed yesterday that attract- 
ed the attention of continuously gathering 
crowds. The placard was what caught the 
eye of the average passer.

The peace loving but patriotic people of 
Chicago who stopped to look at the piece of 
gun cotton may have thought it looked like 
a piece of soap or a scouring brick. Some 
of them said so. 

“I thought that would make a good win- 
dow display,’”’ said the proprietor. “Not one 
man in 1,000 in Chicago has any i¢2a what 
the modern explosive materialsg# or war 
look like. I didn’t until I happened to be 
shown through a powder mill recently. 

“I supposed gun cotton was always like 
another kind of cotton in appearance until 
l saw one of those bricks. he composition 
of the bricks ig the same, It is simply com- 
pressed.”’ 

The size of the bricks of gun cotton which 
are used for charging torpedoes and sub- 
marine mines {js usually about 2x2\%x3 
inches. The bricks must be kept moist for 
safety. When they become dry they are 
liable to explode on small provocation. 

Other common errors about the sort of 
explosives used in discharging big modern 
cannons have been largely dissipated by 
the interest people have taken in things 
pertaining to war. All of the breech-load- 
ing rifled cannons of ten, twelve, thirteen 
and sixteen-inch bore are charged with 
what is called prismatic powder. Each 
grain in three-sided and about one inch 
in diameter in each direction. They look 
as if they were sawed in inch lengths from 
a hexagnal bar of powder through which 
a hole one-half inch in diameter extended. 

The large grains of powder are formed 
in that shape for convenience in loading. 
They fit closely. with only sufficient air 
passages to facilitate combustion. It is only 
recently that American makers of powder 
learned the secret of manufacture of this 
prismatic powder. For many years it was 
one of the most carefully guarded secrets 
of the German government. 

For firing smaller cannon a form of pow- 
der grain is employed that is called sphero- 
hexagonal. It resembles a roughly molded 
ball five-eighths of an inch {n diameter. 
The sort of powder used for charging the 
monster guns of war is expensive, even to 
the government, which buys [t in wholesale 
quantities.

The 
resumption of uneasiness 45 10 ine peneral 
Cuban situation seemed not to be shared 
on the toreign bourses, wiiere Spanish 45 
advanced, a:tnhougn this may have been 
due to tne announcement tyat the April 
payments, which had been In aoubt, wouid 
ve muae. The sears offered round amounts 
of the grangers, Sugar, Manhattan, Metro- 
politan Street Kailway and other prominent 
securities.

Corn and Oats Were Weak, Both Clos- 
ing at Fractional Decline—Pro- 
visions Firm and Higher. 


Chicago, March 17.—The refusal of the 
board of trade directors to fix a marginal 
price on May wheat was the main factor 
in that market today. Though the ad- 
vance this caused was lost about the mid- 
die of the session prices recovered again, 
the July option closing %ec higher than 
yesterday. May showed an equal ad- 


vance, Liquidation of May contracts in 
corn and oats made those markets weak, 
declines of 4@%c and %e respectively re- 
sulting. Provisions were firm all day and 
closed 7%@lic higher. 

A good deal ot strength was shown at 
the opening in wheat, although trading 
was not heavy. The action of the board 
of directors last hight in refusing to fix 
a marginal price on May contracts, and 
the fact that the testimony taken by the 
board showed shipping values to be more 
than the bears cared to admit, caused a 
halt in the liquidation and short selling, 
which has made the market so weak of 
late; and, though it @id not result in very 
much increase in the buying demand, yet 
the falling off in the selling pressure was 
so marked as to cause an immediate ad- 
vance in price. Besides the directors’ ac- 
tion, some of the routine news was of a 
bullish nature. Killing frosts were report- 
ed from California. Freezing weather was 
reported in the northwest, and Mimneap- 
Olis advices said the receipts of wheat 
from now on would. probably be most of 
low grades. Northwest receipts were not 
so heavy, Minneapolis and Duluth report- 
ing 231 cars, against 291 last week and 205 
a year ago. Chicago receipts were 147 
cars. Of this number 53 were of coniract 
grade, but notwithstanding this large pro- 
portion, the ad@itions to the contract sup- 
plies here were not so large, as private 
‘ houses contributed but 12 ears and 29,000 
| bushels No. 1 northern, a’total of about 


85,000 bushels, Liverpool, in view of the 
decline here, showed an unexpected de- 
gree of steadiness. Opening trades in 
July were on an advance of lec, 85@85¥ec 
being bid. One or two sales were made 
as low as 84%c. Soon a disposition among 
the scalpers to cover up their short lines 
was shown. There was some difficulty 
experienced in doing this, which brought 
some of the professional shorts into the 
market to cover on an advance that en- 
sued, which carried July up to 85%c. Then 
the market turned weak. The continuance 
of the very favorable weather west, an 
important factor all the week, made its 
influence felt again. Prices began to de- 
cline under realizing by many of the early 
buyers. The demand from shorts ceased 
almost altogether and very little support 
was given until prices had declined to 
8444c. Around &84%c Leiter’s brokers gave 
July support. This caused a quick halt 
in the decline and started a buying move- 
ment again, under’ which the market 
rapidly improved. The strength was con- 
tinued to the close, July advancing to 
and closing at 847%c. May was quiet all 
day. It showed some strength, selling as 
high as 1.04% and never getting below 
the fixed price of 1.04. It closed at the 
latter price. 

The causinies in corn was steady. That 
was all the strength the market digplayed 
for some time, for liquidation of May soon 
started and grew quitesheavy as the ses- 
sion advaneed. The favorabie weather 
was a factor, the trade entirely ignoring 
yesterday’s heavy exports. Covering of 
short contracts was fairly liberal at_the 
bottom, and some rally ensucd. May 
ranged from 2958 to 26%t and closed %4@%s8c 
lower at 29 bid. 

The market for oats Was much the same 
as corn. Early steadiness with wheat was 
succeeded by a long periad of weakness, 
liquidation of May being “heavy.

All other wards will show an increase ,ex- 
cept the fifth, and for some unaccoundsable 
reason, the number of children in that dis- 
trict is less than when the census was la- 
ken in 1893.

It is partially explained, however, by the 
fact that the suburbs of Atlanta have been 
built up by people who formerly resided in 
tne cily. 

The census takers are not going outside 
the limits, and for this reason the Increase 
is not so large. ‘Those living in the suburbs 
regard themselves Atlantians, and are 
engaged in business here, but their children 
wiH not be counted in the school census.

A. G. Villee, the new physical director 
at the Young Men's Christian Association, 
who arrived in the city Wednesday after- 
noon, spent the day in the halis of the 
association yesterday. He was introduced 
to a number of the prominent men of the 
association during the day, 

He is at present making himself thor- 
oughly acqvainted with the gymnasium and 
the classes. He says he believes the gym- 
nasium of the Atlanta association can be 
made of much greater benefit than it is at 
present, and his prinefpal endeavor at the 
start will be to place new and attractive 
apparatus on the floors, 

Mr. Villee’s name is an uncommon one 
in this section of the country, and for 
this reason he desires that every one con- 
nected with the association know througn 
The Constitution his manner of pro- 
nouncing it. The first four letters of his 
name, which constitute the mrst syllable, 
are given full emphasis, but the accent 1s 
placed on the last two letters, which con- 
stitute the last syllable.

I 
want the boys to understand right now that 
we will have wheeling clubs, baseball 
clubs, cross-country running clubs, hare 
and hounds meets, and all other outdoor 
and field sports. This is one line I believe 
in, and I shall insist upon it.’
